Hospital surveys 
to be mailed out

Wheeling Village Prcs. Ted C. Scanlon 


said surveys on the need for a hospital in 
tin* village should be In the mall by the 
end of this week. 


The surveys are needed by the (level- 


opera of the proposed Wheeling hospital 
to determine if there is a need for such n 
facility In the area. A survey of the med- 
ical profession In the area Is now being 
compiled. 


Scanlon announced plans for tlio pro- 


posed Wheeling hospital last month, say- 
Ing the village was finalizing plans with 
an unnamed group of developers, At that 
time he said the village was "about six 
inches away" from getting a 200 to 430- 
bed hospital. 


The consultant for the developers, how- 


ever, has said plans for tlic hospital arc 
".still In a dream stage" until the surveys 
show n definite need for such a medical 
facility. He said the developers will flic 
an application to proceed with the hospi- 
tal only If they can prove the area needs 
a full-service hospital. 


Scanlnu said the surveys arc being 


printed by Trustee Bill llcin nml will be 
distributed through n community organi- 
zation. 


Although work on the new road has 


been completed for more than a week, 
the state has delayed the opening of the 
road until left-turn slgnsls arc installed 
at the Intersection on Dundee Road. 


The village has ordered permanent sig- 


nals for the intersection, but Village 
Mgr. George Passolt said they arc not 
expected to arrive until the holiday sea- 
son. "The latest I heard was Christmas, 
but I certainly hope it won't take that 
long," ho said. 


In order to open the road, the village 


has allocated $2,000 for the purchase and 
Installation of temporary signals with 
left-turn lights. Passolt said the signals 
can be ordered and Installed within one 
week. 


IN APPROVING the purchase, village 


board members noted that people arc us- 
ing the new roadway oven though it has 
not been officially opened. "We could 
have a very serious accident there," said 
Trustee Ron Bruhn. 


Passolt explained that the delay in get- 


ting the traffic signals was a result of a 
state demand for a certain kind of light 


standard. "The initial plans did not call 
for this type of standard, and the state 
rejected that part of the plans," he said. 


He said the contractor then had to 


redraw the plans, and order the new traf- 
fic signals. The manager said that for 
some reason the standards are just not 
available on short notice. 


THE ROAD extension, when opened, 


will provide motorists with a new north- 
south route through Wheeling. Passolt 
said he expects the new road to ease 
traffic congestion along Wolf Road. 


The roadway connects with McHonry 


Road at the Intersection on Dundee 
Road, just west of the Lynn Plaza shop- 
ping center. The project included the 
widening of Dundee Road east and west 
of the intersection, as well as the widen- 
ing of McHenry Road north of the inter- 
section. 


Village officials hove been working on 


the Wheeling Road extension since 1065. 
The project, estimated to cost $450,000, 
was financed with state motor fuel tax 
funds.

Two days of sessions produced nearly 


nothing In Springfield this week. The 
General Assembly adjourned yesterday 
for a five-day weekend. 


Legislative readers offered the public 


defense that the Chicago funeral of State 
Hep. Victor Arrlgo, D-Chlcago, required 
I ho adjournment. 
Newspapers here speculated that the Illi- 
nois Automobile Wholesalers Association 
convention that starts today has filled lo- 
cal rooming and has left legislators 
homeless. 


HUT, THE truth Is, uncertainty over 


tax relief and mass transit has ripped 
traditional alliances apart. Without sub- 
stantial vote support, legislators have 
shied from any attempt to override con- 
troversial Walker vetoes. Both the Sen- 
ate and House shot at cosy marks Tues- 
day. Tho House sustained scattered 
amendatory Walker vetoes that were 
caused by mlswordlng or bill oversights. 


A news analysis 


The Senate voted 54-1 to override Walk- 


er's veto of the state board of elections 
bill. The vote was predicted before the 
session began. Wnlkcr vetoed the bill be- 
cause he wanted sole power with only 
Senate approval to make the four-man 
board. The bill, approved last spring, af- 
ter nine years of compromises, allows 
the governor to choose two Democrats 
and two Republicans from a list of eight 
submitted by General Assembly leaders. 


To become law the election bill must 


now receive a three-fifths house override 
vote. 


Tho sessions this week were on cx- 


crclso in recessing. Leadership, mainly 
In the House, was missing and, legisla- 
tors spent more time In office work and 
renewing acquaintanceships than in con- 
sidering legislation. 


THE HOUSE began the turmoil Man- 


day. First roll call to establish a quorum 


took nearly 23 minutes. No business was 
transacted and the first veto session ad- 
journed to become a special session. An- 
other roll call and the members left the 
temporary house chamber for party con- 
ferences. 


A similar scenario was played in the 


Senate and both houses finally reas- 
sembled about 4 p.m. to hear Walker's 
veto message. 


That ended Monday's business. On the 


legislative side, eight ethics bills were In- 
troduced. A variety of other proposals 
will be the first business of next year's 
session. 


Tuesday, the House attempted to start 


at 0:30 a.m. House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair called for ethics discussion. There 
was none. Two more recesses and the 
amendatory vetoes went through with 
little opposition. The day was over at 
noon. 


LEGISLATORS were hesitant yester- 


day to predict any accomplishment for 
the veto session. Most members appear 
preoccupied over the ongoing regional 
mass transit debate between Walker and 
Blair. 


"The first day thrust has been the

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Nobel Peace Prize shared by Kissinger, Le Due Tho 


OSLO (UPI) — U.S. Secreary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and North 
Vietnamese special counselor Le Due 
Tho won the 1973 Nobel Peace Prize 
Tuesday for their successful negotia- 
tions ending the Vietnam war, the 
Norwegian Nobel Committee an- 
nounced. 


Kissinger, as President Nixon's na- 


tional security adviser, and Le Due 
Tho, whose title is Special Counselor 
to the North Vietnamese govern- 
ment, worked out the Paris peace 
treaty which ended more than a dec- 


ade of American involvement in Viet- 
nam. 


The winners were a surprise to 


most observers since neither man 
had been previously mentioned as a 
nominee. The Nobel Peace Prize 
committee deliberated for a year be- 
fore awarding the prestigious prize. 


The committee said the two men 


were nominated by Prof. Jon San- 
ness of Oslo University who is direc- 
tor of the Norwegian Foreign Policy 
Institute. 


The two diplomats will share a 


$122,000 cash prize. In addition, the 


'Nothing has moved me more' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger said he 
was "very pleased" at winning the 
Nobel Peace Prize and that he hoped 
he could help end the Middle East 
war. 


Kissinger said he hoped that when 


the prize Is awarded, it "will'mark 
the end of anguish and suffering that 
Vietnam has represented to so many 
people around the world." 


Kissinger learned about the award 


while conducting a White House 
meeting searching for a solution to 
the Middle East crisis. 


Expressing hope that the fighting 


in the Middle East would end soon, 
he pledged to "work for a world in 
which this award will become irrele- 
vant." 


In brief remarks to reporters, Kis- 


singer said, "Nothing that has hap- 
pened to me in public life has moved 
me more than this award, which rep- 
resents the central objective of the 
President's foreign policy, a lasting 
peace." 


President Nixon praised Kissinger 


for winning the prize, and expressed 
"most fervent hope" that negotia- 
tions will lead to lasting peace In 
Southeast Asia, the Middle East and 
throughout the world. 


two men each won a gold medal and 
a diploma. They are scheduled to re- 
ceive the prizes from King Olav V in 
Oslo on Dec. 10 and to deliver lectur- 
es the next day. 


Kissinger was the fifth U.S. Secre- 


tary of State to win the prize. 


The others were Elihu Root in 1912, 


Frank B. Kellogg in 1929, Cordell 
Hull In 1945 and George C. Marshall 
in 1953. 


"For more than three years, they 


have used all their strength and good 
will to achieve a negotiated solution, 
a peaceful solution of the Vietnam 
war," the committee's citation said. 
"Thereby, they have performed a 
feat which is in the best accordance 
with Alfred Nobel's thoughts, that 
conflicts should be tried to be solved 
through negotiations and not through 
war." 


Alfred Nobel, a dynamite manufac- 


turer, established a trust fund which 
finances the Peace Price as well as 
prizes in several other academic and 
literary occupations. 


The committee said the Vietnam 


war was the most gruesome conflict 
since the Second World War. 


"It was a gruesome war. that did 


not only force upon Vietnam civilian 
population enormous sufferings, but 
that also poisoned the atmosphere in 
and between other countries in the 
whole world," the committee said. 


Israeli force attacks across Suez 


by UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
A tank-led Israeli commando task 


force crossed the Suez Canal Tuesday 
and attacked antiaircraft and SAM mis- 
sile sites In Egypt in a combined air, sea 
and land assault behind Egyptian lines, 
Cairo and Tel Aviv dispatches reported. 
The Israeli National Radio said Syria 
was in retreat in the north and Israel 
had seized the Initiative in the south. 


An Egyptian communique acknowledg- 


ed the Israeli cross-canal strike a few 
hours after Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat warned Israel that Egypt had mis- 
siles on the launching pad ready to strike 
deep into Israel if the Israeli Air Force 
bombed Cairo. 


An Israeli spokesman described the 


commando strike force as "fairly large" 
but gave no details. A Cairo communique 
later said Israel in a "desperate raid'* 
Infiltrated seven tanks across the Bitter 


Lakes area of the Suez Canal in the cen- 
tral sector of the southern front and that 
bitter fighting was taking place. 


It said the Israelis infiltrated with sev- 


en tanks through the Bitter Lakes "In an 
attempt to raid some of our positions 
west of the canal." It said Egyptian ar- 
tillery destroyed three tanks and dis- 
persed the rest. 


First word of the Israeli crossing came 


from Prime Minister Golda Meir who an- 
nounced It In a speech to parliament but 
gave no details. 


In speeches within hours of each other, 


the Egyptian and Israeli leaders laid 
down their first conditions for an end to 
the fighting in the new Middle East war 
which already has strained the detente 
between the United States and Russia. 


Sadat, speaking on the third anniversa- 


ry of his acces*lon to Egypt's presidency 
and the llth day of the war, told the 


Egyptian parliament In Cairo that there 
would be an immediate cease-fire and 
the Suez canal would be reopened If Is- 
rael withdrew from Arab territory it oc- 
cupied in the 1967 war. He called his 
speech an "open letter" to President 
Nixon. 


Sadat said Egyptian "Zafir" missiles 


— believed to have a range of 235 miles 
— were ready on their pads and he said 
he would launch them if Israel struck 
Egyptian cities deep in the country. 


Mrs. Meir, speaking to a special ses- 


sion of the Knesset In Jerusalem, said 
Israel would not accept a cease-fire un- 
less it provided for the exchange of all 
prisoners. She blamed Russia for tht 
fighting. 


On the northern front in Syria, Israel 


said that it repelled a counter-attack by 
Syrian and Iraqi troops, destroying 100 
tanks. It said its pilots on both fronts had 


knocked down 12 Egyptian and 10 Syrian 
planes. 


Syria admitted that Israeli forces 


broke through its lines, but said it was 
engaged in heavy tank and artillery bat- 
tles on two sectors of the front and said 
it was driving the Israelis back. 


About 30 U.S. military jets airlifted 


some 500 tons of replacement arms to 
Israel on Sunday and Monday, the first 
two days of the American resupply ef- 
fort, officials reported Tuesday. 


Officials said this amounted to roughly 


one-tenth of the scope of a six-day Soviet 
arms airlift to Egypt and Syria. They 
said since last Wednesday more than 300 
Russian flights had resupplied the Arabs 
with almost 5,000 tons of tanks, missiles 
and ammunition. 


GAO: illegal U.S. advisers in Cambodia 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-A 73-man U.S. 


military team in Cambodia is actually 
functioning as an advisory group in 
apparent violation of a 1971 congression- 
al ban, the General Accounting Office 
has charged. 


The GAO, in a 92-page report on U.S. 


operations in Cambodia, also said there 
has been a considerable number of ques- 
tionable financial transactions by both 
U.S. and Cambodian officials in the three 
years since American aid to the Phnom 


Penh government resumed. 


It charged, too, that State and Defense 


Department officials and U.S. military 
officers including Adm. John S. McCain 
Jr., the former Pacific commander, tried 
to hinder Its Investigation and blocked 
access to some vital inofrmation. 


The report cited congressional bans on 


sending either combat troops or U.S. mil- 
itary advisers to Cambodia, and said 
that while Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers and Secretary of Defense Melvin 


Angry Sirica refuses bail 
for Watergate defendants 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — U.S. District 


Judge John J. Sirica, saying five Watcr- 
g a t e d e f e n d a n t s "knowingly, in- 
tentionally and voluntarily" pleaded guil- 
ty in January, refused Tuesday to re- 
lease them on ball. 


Sirica, however, did set hearings for 


Oct. 29 and Nov. 5 on motions by the five 
to change their pleas to Innocent. A de- 
fense lawyer indicated he may subpoena 
former White House aides to testify. 


Sirica said if he turned down the 


request for plea changing, he woud pro- 
nounce final sentence shortly thereafter. 


The Defense attorney, Sidney Sachs, 


representing E. Howard Hunt, the al- 
leged mastermind of the Watergate 
break-in, presented two neighbors an9 a 
governess to testify members of the Hunt 
family were "close knit" and needed 
their father. 


Under cross-examination by Philip 


Lavocara, counsel to special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox, Hunt said he got $260,000 
in insurance after his wife's death in a 
Chicago airplane crash Dec. 8, has 


$80,000 to $90,000 In securities, $5,000 in a 
checking account, $20,000 In savings and 
$4,000 In cash. 


Sirica and Sachs several times got Into 


heated arguments about the defense's 
contention that the five committed no Il- 
legal acts because they believed the 
Break-in at Democratic National head- 
quarters was authorized by "high gov- 
ernment officials" and in the national in- 
terest. 


At one point Sirica got angry and said: 
"He (Hunt) knew what he was doing. 


We have here a man who is astute and 
intelligent. He has written 40' books or 
more. He's a college graduate. We don't 
have a young man or boy who was raised 
In the ghetto so to speak who doesn't' 
know the ways of life." 


After the original pleas, Sirica gave 


Hunt a provisional maximum sentence of 
up to 50 years, and the other four — Ber- 
nard L. Barker, Frank A. Sturgis, Vlr- 
glllo R. Gonzalez, and Eugenic R. Marti- 
nez— the same kind of sentence of up to 
55 years. 


R. Laird claimed in 1971 the government 
was abiding by the rules, in fact it was 
not doing so.

Non, brother of Chief of State Lon Not, 
from a legitimate military unit to his 
personal bodyguard. 


—Aid requests for funds far in excess 


of what it knew Cambodia could absorb. 


Nixon to meet Ayahs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -President Nix- 


on will meet today with the foreign .min- 
isters of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Algeria 
and Morocco to discuss possible peace 
efforts In the Middle East. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald' L. 


Warren said that the Arab ministers had 
requested the meeting, and that Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger would 
sit in on the session. 


The four ministers, representing what 


are considered more moderate Arab na- 
tions, will probably discuss the widening 
Arab-Israeli war and the U.S. decision 
to resupply Israel with arms. 


Mansfield asks summit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Senate Demo- 


cratic Leader Mike Mansfield, cautioning 
against commitment of U. S. forces, 
called Tuesday for a six-power summit 
conference aimed at ending the Mideast 
war. 


Shortly after Mansfield made the pro- 


posal in a Senate speech, State .depart- 
ment officials reiterated that there was 
no intention of Introducing American 
forces Into the conflict, and that diplo- 
matic peace efforts were getting top 
priority. 


In calling for a summit meeting of the 


United States, the Soviet Union, United 
Kingdom, Franco, West Germany and 
Japan, Mansfield said that Washington 
and Moscow had been unable to prevent 
the war or end It once It was started. 


The chiefs of state of the six nations, 


Mansfield said, should meet Immediately 
to seek a cease-fire and the beginning of 
negotiations for a permanent peace. 


Liquor control unit asks 
names of campaign donors 


CHICAGO (UPD-The Illinois Liquor 


Control Commission asked Gov. Daniel 
Walker, Atty. Gen. .William Scott, Cook 
.County State's Attorney Bernard Carey 
and former Gov. Richard B. Ogllvle to 
disclose the names of all those who con- 
tributed to their 1972 campaigns. 


Commission Chairman Michael Berz 


said the information was needed to deter- 
mine whether Illegal contributions had 
been made to the four as has been al- 
leged frequently in the media. 


Berz told a news conference he sent let- 


ters to the four asking for voluntary dis- 
closure. The commission has power to 
subpoena the records but' Berz said he 
has not decided whether toiise the power 
if the four do not comply with his 
request. 


"I am proceeding on the assumption 


they will all comply," Berz said. "My 


basis for this is the faith I have in public 
officials." 


Berz said the commission is in- 


vestigating allegations that persons who 
hold state liquor licenses made contribu- 
tions to many political campaigns last 
year. Under Illinois law no one who holds 
a liquor license is allowed to make any 
such contributions. 


The letters sent to Walker and the three 


others being investigated said all that 
was needed from them was the names 
and addresses of their contributors. 


"There will be no need to disclose the 


amount of the contributions of loans," 
the letter said. "That will remain a con- 
fidential matter between yourself and 
your supporters."

each child on his or her 18th birthday. 
Tho net income will be paid "for the sup- 
port, education and best Interests of the 


children," according to the trustees, the 
First Bonk and Trust Co. of Palatine and 
the Palatine National Bank. Both banks 
arc administering the trusts without 
compensation. 


Besides the Volunteer Firemen's Trust 


Fund, families of the three firemen 
shared $8,500 raised by the American Le- 
gion in Palatine and $2,700 from In- 
verness residents. Some of the money 
was contributed to the paramedic pro- 
gram.

O'Hare Airport was left without gar- 


bage pickup yesterday as drivers for the 
Garden City Disposal Co., Rosemont, 
staged a wildcat walkout in a wage dis- 
pute. 


The 35 drivers serving the airport were 


among 1,200 Chicago area garbagemcn 
who overwhelmingly, In a voice vote, re- 
jected a contract offer by scavenger ser- 
vices in a union meeting Monday night. 


Drivers for Northwest suburban scav- 


enger companies participated in the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Teamsters 
meeting, but remained on the job yester- 
day. 


MEANWHILE, negotiations between 


union representatives and officials of the 
Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal 
Association, which represents most area 
scavenger firms, resumed in the after- 
noon. 


The contract offer rejected by the gar- 


bagemen would have provided them a 
raise this«year of 75 cents over their pre- 
sent salary of $5.05 an hour. 


Next year, the wages would have gone 


up an additional 50 cents an hour, and in 
the third and final year of the proposed 
contract, another 50 cents would have 
been added. 


Al Hoekstra, executive director of the 


refuse disposal association, said yester- 
day he felt the offer was good and should 
have been accepted by the garbagemen. 


"It far exceeds the Phase IV rogu- 


lations," he said. "The wages alone 
would have gone up 15 per cent." 


Other contract points covered pensions 


and health and welfare benefits. 


THE CONTRACT had boon hammered 


out by union and disposal association 
representatives Oct. 5 after nine weeks 
of bargaining. A federal mediator sat in 
on the last week of the negotiations. 


The contract had been endorsed by 


union representatives, but Frank Grady, 
a union official, said the men voted It 
down because of "M-0-N-E-Y. That's the 
reason. Nobody gets enough money any 
more." 


Garbagemcn from Browning-Ferris In- 


dustries of Illinois Inc., Barring'.on, who 
had gone out on a one-day wildcat strike 
when their contract expired Oct. 1, were 
among the drivers to reject the latest 
contract offer. 


Asked whether another walkout was 


likely, Grady said: "I hope not." No 
strike vote was taken at the union meet- 
ing Monday night, but two Chicago area 
scavenger companies besides Garden 
City were reported hit by wildcat strikes 
yesterday.

Police said the Incident occurred at 


11:13 p.m. Monday. The couple had 
apparently been quarreling just before 
the shooting took place, police said. The 
two were in the master bedroom when 
Gray fired two shots at his wife, one 
striking her in the shoulder and the other 
lodging In a dresser, according to police. 


Gray then apparently ran outside the 


home, fired the remaining four shots of 


the .22-calibcr revolver, and threw the 
weapon into bushes surrounding the 
home. 


Police said Gray had been drinking be- 


fore the Incident. 


TWO OF THE couple's four teen-age 


children were home at the time of the 
alleged shooting, but were not injured. 


According to police, the couple had 


been involved in divorce proceedings and 
.Gray had been Issued with a restraining 
order prohibiting him from harming his 
wife during the court litigation. 


In a hearing yesterday in Arlington 


Heights branch Cook County Circuit 
Court, Gray was arraigned on the at- 
tempted murder charge and in addition 
was sentenced to six months in the coun- 
ty jail for violating the restraining order. 


Gray also was charged with failing to 


have a gun owner's permit. 


Park district 
says figures 
on vote 'off

Prospect Heights Park District offi- 


cials yesterday denied they have been 
discussing a $1.5 million to $3 million ref- 
erendum as disclosed in yesterday's 
Herald. 


Park District Director Ron Greenberg 


said, "That figure is so'wrong it's pathet- 
ic. Those figures haven't been talked-of 
at all by anyone in the park district." He 
said the figures discussed are in the area 
of $500,000 to $1.3 million. 


However, a source close to the park 


district, who asked not be'named, said it 
was Greenberg himself who has been us- 
ing the $1.5 million-plus figures in con- 
versations with Prospect Heights lead- 
ers. 


Greenberg denied ever using the $1.5 


million to $3 million figures. He said he 
has been asked several times what it 
would cost to build an indoor 
tennis 


court. His answer, he said, was about S3 
million but that it would be beyond the 
park district's ability to build. 


PARK DISTRICT Pres. Joe Lesniak 


yesterday said, "Nobody's been talking 
about a referendum. We've been working 
on a feasibility study." 


He did say the possibility of a referen- 


dum "In the future" had been discussedt 
but no definite plans made. "If we're go- 
ing to do anything for the community, it 
will have to be a referendum," Lesniak 
added. 


According to Greenberg, the park 


board has discussed a new pool or pool 
improvements or a community center for 
some time. He said such projects could, 
be phased to spread the cost over a num- 
ber of years, but that a referendum prob- 
ably would be needed to raise enough 
money. Studies, through an up-date of 
the district's comprehensive plan, will be 
made over the next few months. 


"We feel the pool probably does need 


extensive work," Greenberg said, adding 
it could cost "thousands of dollars." 


FOR HIMSELF, Greenberg said it is 


possible that some persons in Prospect 
Heights may be inflating the possible ref- 
erendum amount in an effort to defeat 
any park referendum before it even gets 
started. Greenberg did not wish to be 
quoted on what he feels are the reasons 
persons in the community might wish to 
sink a park referendum. 


Greengerg said the park district's 


budget is somewhat less than the $83,263 
as mentioned in yesterday's Herald. He 
said that figure was closer to the appro- 
priations levy approved by the park dis- 
trict. He did not have the actual budget 
figure handy, but it is apparently near 
$80,000.

If the plans call for a house with 
so much brick wall, then you need only 
enough bricks to build the wall. Any ad- 
ditional bricks would be wasted. 


THE I10DV DOES a little better, It 


takes only as much protein as it needs to 
build or replace cells and other protein 
substances, then the excess is not hauled 
off like bricks but is converted to glucose 
sugar or fat to be used cither as energy 


(in place of diet fat or glucose) or Is 
stored as fat. It will not grow any more 
muscles or cause the body to grow any 
faster or bigger or better or increase :> 
energy. 


The only way you can increase growth 


Is to change the building plans for the 
body. This can be done by growth hor- 
mones for height, or in boys, testosterone 
and related hormones stimulate muscu- 
lar development (I am not recommend- 
ing hormones for normal boys either). 
Certain exercises, such as weight train- 
ing, 
stimulate production of a body 


chemical that stimulates muscle growth. 
This Is like having to put up another lay- 
er of bricks along a wall to strengthen it. 


Protein supplements are useful in 


people who are losing protein because of 
an illness or in people who can't get 
enough in their normal diet, otherwise 
they just improve the financial status of 
their friendly door to door pusher.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - The "favor- 


itism" accorded Maurice Stans in the in- 
itial Watergate probe leaves President 
Nixon with a high degree of personal vul- 
nerability to Vice President Agnew's 
charge that it was "an inept" in- 
vestigation. 


Although the 
angry vice-president 


hurled his charge at the Justice Depart- 
ment and specifically at Assistant Attor- 
ney General Henry E. Peterson, it was 
Nixon himself who has been identified by 
John D. Ehrllchman as having initiated 
the "favoritism" for former Commerce 
Secretary Stans. 


At the time the President asked Eh- 


rlichman to take steps to keep Stans, by 
then his chief fund raiser, from being 
questioned directly by the federal grand 
jury probing the Watergate affair. It Is 
possible that Mr. Nixon was unaware of 
the Importance of Stans' testimony In 
connection with the precise amount of 
cash given to convicted Watergate bur- 
glar G. Gordon Liddy. 


It has since become perfectly clear 


that this was a key issue in determining 
how high up the responsibility went for 
financing the June 17, 1972, Watergate 
burglary, and it had a direct bearing on 
which of two witnesses was lying about 
the amount that went to Liddy. 


It Is now obvious that the perjury .Teb 


S. Magruder, the deputy campaign direc- 
tor, admits having committed in con- 
nection with the funds could have been 
exposed in August of 1972 by a thorough 
questioning of Stans, the chief financial 
officer for the Nixon re-election com- 
mittee. ' 


Hugh Sloan, Jr., treasurer of the re- 


election committee, had truthfully and 
accurately 
told prosecutors and the 


grand jury that he paid $109,000 In cash 
to Liddy, the former White House lawyer 
who was mpsterminding the burglary 
from a position as financial counsel at 
the Nixon campaign committee. 


Magruder, who had knowledge of the 


role of former Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell and White House Counsel John 
W. Dean III, testified that only $40,000 in 
cash hnd gone to Liddy. 


But in pleading guilty to a conspiracy 


arge in connection with his role, Ma- 


gruder said he used the $40,000 figure to 
minimize the size of the Liddy operation 
and to make it more plausible that the 
project might have been approved with- 
out the highest officials knowing about it. 


Mr. Nixon's request for favoritism for 


Stans came as prosecutors were hung up 
on the questions of whether Magruder's 
$40,000 was accurate or whether Sloan's 
$199,000 was truthful. Tough questioning 
of Stans was vital since he was the Pres- 
ident's chief fund raiser and had direct 
responsibility for cash funds that ex- 
ceeded $500,000. 


John Ehrllchman, then special assist- 


ant to the President, admitted he called 
Assistant Attorney General Petersen to 


Maurice 


I Stans 


request that Stans not be required to ap- 
pear before the Watergate grand jury. 
His reason was that Stans, a former cab- 
inet officer, should not be required to run 
the gauntlet of reporters and camera 
crews at the United States courthouse. 


Petersen reluctantly granted the presi- 


dential request, and has conceded by 
hindsight that it was probably a mistake. 


Petersen's compromise was to arrange 


for Stans to be questioned privately at 
the Justice Department by prosecutors, 
and submit the transcript to the federal 
grand jury for their consideration. 


Thus, members of the grand jury had 


no chance to personally question Stans, 
as they did most other witnesses. 


In rationalizing this favoritism for 


Stans, Petersen, then Attorney General 
Richard Klelndienst and others have said 
that if members of the federal grand 
jury had not been satisfied with the 
questions asked of Stans and the answers 
in the transcript, they could have re- 
quested his personal appearance. 


But this would have required an af- 


firmative action by a layman member of 
the grand lurv t^-f fi-pcMM-"""" (ipnn>-Hs 
upon the investigating expertise of Jus- 


tice Department prosecutors, but also 
frequently ask their own questions of wit- 
nesses. 


Ehrlichman has 
testified 
that he 


sought the special treatment for Stans at 
the request of President Nixon, and there 
has been no denial of that testimony 
from the White House. 


This favoritism for Stans is clearly the 


most serious of many "inept" actions In 
the 
Watergate 
affair 
that 
the 
In- 


vestigation-plagued Agnew now blames 
for the aggressive action of the Justice 
Dcoartment in probing his own financial 
affairs. 


So, when the vice-president points an 


accusing finger at Henry Petersen for 
"an Inept" Watergate Investigation, and 
charges that the Justice Department is 
seeking "a big trophy" to make up for 
its earlier failures, Mr. Agnew Is In fact 
pointing an accusing finger at Ehrllch- 
man and President Nixon — the In- 
itiators of the favoritism for Stans and 
one of the best documented examples of 
ineptitude. 


It is little wonder that Mr. Nixon, who 


has a lawyer's understanding of the im- 
portance of such details, is compelled to 
stand behind the Justice Department and 
Henry Petersen. 


Whatever compromises were made by 


Petersen, a career lawyer-Investigator, 
there were probably the minimum com- 
promises he felt necessary to avoid a 
serious confrontation with the 
White 


House that would have lessened the 
chances of keeping the Watergate probe 
movine. 


President Nixon will undoubtedly deny 


that he Intended to obstruct justice by 
seeking favoritism for Stans, but it is 
now certain that Stans could 
have 


cleared up the inconsistencies between 
Magruder and Sloan. 


Sloan had filed a written report with 


Stans on the details of the $199,000 in 
cash disbursed to Liddy, and that report 
plus some diligent follow-through could 
have established Magruder's 
perjury 


which was so important In the Watergate 
cover-up. 


Although President Nixon may not 


have known how important the question- 
ing of Stans would be, there Is little 
doubt that Ehrllchman and Haldeman 
had sufficient facts by that time to un- 
derstand the political risks involved In 
tough grand jury questioning of Stans.

Is Chile 'another Greece9?

Ona month after the fall of Marxist 


President Salvador Allcndc, there Is 
mounting concern that Chile may simply 
have exchanged a government on the ex- 
treme left for another on the extreme 
right, 
i 


The feeling gained expression, oddly 


enough, In the rlghtwlng Chilean daily 
Trlbunn, a strong supporter of the new 
military government. 


It cnmc In the report of an Interview 


conducted by (ho newspaper's editor, 
Itaul Gonzalez Alfnro, with Gen. Gustavo 
Leigh Guzman, air force cammandcr-ln- 
chief and n lending member of Chile's 
ruling military jtintn. 


The editor raised points which he said 


concerned many civilians, among them 
actions of the armed forces which ho 
compared to "occupation forces In a for- 


clgn country." 


He also accused the military of estab- 


lishing the same system of controlled In- 
formation as In the Soviet Union and oth- 
er Communist countries. 


In reply, the general said, "This Is not 


a time for discussions, dialogues, meet- 
ings, forums or congressional debates." 


"We must," he said, "pull this country 


out of Its present chaos and clean it of 
undesirable, negative and dangerous ele- 
ments ..." 


Suggesting n long stay, Gen. Augusto 


Pinochet Ugartc, leader of the junta, de- 
clared that the armed forces would with- 
draw from the government "only when 
the country has achieved the social 
peace necessary for progress and eco- 
nomic development." 


The remarks of the two generals bore 


a marked resemblance to statements of 
leaders of two other military regimes — 
In Greece nnrf 


And as In the case of the Greek and 


Brazilian regimes, it was the method 
more than the motive that came under 
criticism. 


In the grab bag sweep of Chilean Mar- 


xists and all suspected of opposing the 
coup, more than 7,000 persons have been 
arrested. Top Allcnde aides were Intern- 
ed on on Island In the Strait of Magel- 
lan and thousands of others were held in 
the national stadium. Coup leaders ad- 
mitted there had been mistakes. 


Estimates as to the number of dead in 


the coup ranged from the official figure 
of a few hundreds to 20,000. A final figure 
of around 2,000 seemed probable. 


In all fields the junta was moving 


swiftly. 


One of its first acts was to cut relations 


with Cuba and Communist North Korea. 
In turn, the Soviet Union, East Germany 
and Bulgaria announced their decisions 
not to recognize the new regime. 


The new foreign minister, Vice Adm. 


Ismacl Huerta, announced the "door is 
open" for a resumption of negotiations 
on compensation for U.S. copper holdings 
nationalized by the Allcnde government. 
The value of these assets has been set 
variously at between $500 million and 
$700 million. 


Foreign investment in other fields, he 


said, would be welcome. 


Domestically, the regime replaced offi- 


cials down to the level of mayors and 
returned hundreds of businesses to origi- 
nal owners.. It abolished the Central 
Workers Confederation, whose 800,000 
membership largely had been under the 
control of the outlawed Communist and 
Socialist parties. 


The junta warned of major sacrifices 


ahead. Unfortunately, as the country 
fights its way back from disastrous in- 
flation, the sacrifices will fall most heav- 
ily upon the poor. (UPI)

As on alternative to what the stock 


market has been doing lately, how about 
an Investment that will pay you $9 to $10 
on each dollar Invested, In less than a 
yenr?

And ... well, since you asked, no, Mr. 


Sullivan has not been Investing in vege- 
tables this year. He lives in a con- 
dominium, ho explains, and doesn't have 
a garden. But his wife grows cherry to- 
matoes, he reports. So you see? 


AS FOR THAT other place where you 


used to think you'd like to have some 
money Invested — Wall Street — it's 
been even worse than you thought, 
pericnced Its longest string of consecu- 
tive monthly declines in more than 30 
years.

year might not all have abandoned the 
market. 


Some may bo dealing not through bro- 


kers but with banks. 


Banks, always pressing for now means 


of expanding their financial bases, are 
moving quickly Into stock investment 
plnn.i which permit a customer to spend 
between $50 and $300 a month on 25 se- 
lected securities, primarily major corpo- 
rations such as the Institutional favorite 
IBM. 


James J. Necdham, chairman of the 


New York Stock Exchange, and repre- 
sentatives of the mutual fund Industry 
hnvo contended that banking expansion 
into the stock plans violates the Intent of 
the 193.1 Glass-SlcaKall Act. 


THE LAW prohibits banks from per- 


forming the role of a broker so far as 
counseling Investors and providing infor- 
mation on securities. Tho American 
Bankers Association (ABA) claims Its 
members are offering securities without 
advice. 


But Necdham has told Senate and 


House committees Investigating banks In 
the securities Industry he believes the 
stock Investment plans arc at the Icadt 
an "erosion" of the law. 


There arc no firm estimates on how 


mimy small Investors are turning to 
bank stock plans. 


UNDKK TIIK program, the bank at 


nome time during a month will transfer 
(ho Investor's funds from his checking 
account Into a stock buying account. Tho 
securities purchased then will bo dis- 
tributed throughout the portfolios on the 
basis of Investment. 


The cost to the Investor Is a S per cent

own. Tho bank with a likely transaction 
of at least $300,000 probably would quali- 
fy for the lower negotiated commission.

rities market. Banks now are estimated 
to have $-104 billion in securities, accord- 
ing to SEC Commlssonor John R. Evans. 


Tho ABA, however, says 3,800 banks 


handle securities. Further, the ABA 
claims each bank Is not autocratic in It- 
self, but must answer to millions of dif- 
ferent customers represented by trusts, 
wills and other legal documents restric- 
ting the Influence of the bank. 


Despite the ABA argument, members 


of the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion are beginning to suggest in speeches 
that the SEC will try to Impose regu- 
latory control over banks buying secu- 
rities. Several House and Senate subcom- 
mittees arc preparing legislation to re- 
strict the Influence of banks and other 
institutions.

ages. "While the Dow-Jones Industrials 
fell 17 per cent In the first six months, 
the average stock on the New York Stock 
Exchange fell over 30 per cent, and on 
the American exchange, nearly 40 per 
cent." 


Thus, if you're an owner of mutual 


fund snares, and their value has fallen 
by a third or more since the year began, 
don't feel you're being picked on. You're 
simply In the same basket with everyone 
who's been holding stocks this year. 


Fenton doesn't believe the market can 


sag much more before an upturn. He 
cites current level of prlce-to-carnings 
ratio — a stock's "multiple," in broker 
language. 


"Most multiples already have retreat- 


ed to levels of the late '40s," he says. "A 
further retreat could only be justified by 
a complete collapse of corporate earn- 


ings and a subsequent breakdown of the 
U.S. economic structure." 


GLOOMILY ADMITTING the "mani- 


fold political and economic problems" 
now besetting the country, Fenton never- 
theless says, he "simply doesn't believe" 
that a breakdown will occur. Hence, he 
feels, multiples can't diverge too much 
farther from their "historical norms." 


That's not to say, though, that he's 


looking for any Immediate dramatic up- 
turn. While "many stocks are very cheap 
(and a few very expensive), this does not 
necessarily Imply that they will not be- 
come even cheaper" before stock prices 
begin to improve. 


But some day, some year, maybe 


stocks will again become almost as good 
an investment as home-grown vege- 
tables.

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From books to patient care 
Orientation eases change for new nurses 


by BILLIE BACHIIUBER 


Nurses generally can go from (he 


classroom Into most office Jobs without 
difficulty. But when a new nurse chooses 
hospital duty, she (sometimes It's he) 
can expect to make adjustments and dis- 
cover that a hospital nurse has much to 
learn about caring for patients. 


"A good orientation program smooths 


this transition from books to patient 
care," said Mrs. Marlcnc Rasmusscn, 
associate director of nursing at Alcxlan 
Brothers Medical Center In Elk Grove 
Village. 


Mrs. Rasmusscn Initiated the three- 


month orientation started In 1972 at Alc- 
xlan and now required of all nurses 
starting at the hospital. 


Other area hospitals also offer some 


kind of nurse orientation, varying from 
two to three weeks to three months. 


WITH EXTENSIVE hospital services 


behind her, Mrs. Rasmusscn Is aware of 
needs In hospital nursing. She earned a 
diploma In nursing at Prcsbytcrlan-St. 
Luke's Hospital and a bachelor's degree 
at St. Xavier, both Chicago Institutions. 
She has a master's In science from Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles, 
holds a degree In education and manage- 
ment and Is a clinical nurse specialist In 
the medical-surgical area. 


The orientation program at Alcxlan 


Brothers Is tailored to reach the new 
pract loner's Individual needs and to en- 
courage nurses to stay In hospitals, Mar- 
lone explained. 


New graduate nurses coming to Ale- 


'xlan are paid a beginning nurse's salary 
and must agree to remain a full year 
once they enter orientation. They must 
pass their state board exams within six 
months after graduation. 


"I wish I had had .this opportunity!" 


declared Mrs. Loretta Lee, assistant di- 
rector of nursing. Loretta heads up nurs- 
ing education and administers the nurse 
orientation program. She earned her 
bachelor's In nursing at Madonna College 
in Michigan and is now finishing a mas- 
ter's In nursing education at Governor's 
State University In Pork Forest. 


MRS. LEE HAS directed student 


health services at Harper College and 
served on faculties of the University of 
Indiana In Gary and at Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridge. Enthusiastic 
about orientation for all beginning hospi- 
tal practitioners, she pointed out that stu- 
dents will get what they may have 
missed in school and will perform proce- 
dures for the first time under expert su- 
pervision. 


Loretta recalled the first time she fol- 


lowed a doctor's order to Insert a Levlne 
gastric tube Into a patient. "I managed 
the Job without error, but I was fright- 
ened," she sold. 


In hospital programs such as that at 


Alcxlan Brothers, experienced and quali- 
fied personnel help nurses perform and 
add Job responsibilities gradually until 
they can do it alone with confidence. 


Nurses work under supervision for one 


month each on day, evening and night 


SOMETIMES DURING orientation, a 
now nurse discovers he or sho is bet- 
tor suited to a specialty other than 
the one ho chose. Al Kellor, Hoffman 
Estates, started In the operating 


room, found he preferred intensive 
care. "Patients there respond espe- 
cially well to male nurses," said Al, 
who likes the close patient contact. 


duty. Before a new nurse begins working 
independently, she (or he) will have 
studied 120 hours in the classroom and 
have spent 360 hours learning what hos- 
pital nurses do ... 
under close super- 


vision. The neophyte becomes acquainted 
with hospital policies and regulations and 
familiar 'with equipment and routine. 
This gradual shift from student nursing 
to full Job responsibility may save the 
beginner numerous frustrations caused 
by Inexperience, Mrs. Lee said. 


THE ALEXIAN program Is geared to 


Individual needs and preferences of the 
new nurse. Beginners get added educa- 
tion and actual experience in .areas they 
decide'they want or need. With time and 
experience, a nurse may discover her or 
his Interests and talents are better suited 
to a specialty other than what was first 
choice, according to Mrs. Lee. 


An example Is Allan Keller, Hoffman 


Estates, who works in intensive care. Al 
first planned to be a physician. He ma- 
jored In biology at Loyola University for 
two years, worked as a lab technician 
and operated a heart-lung machine. Be- 
cause he enjoys close contact with 
patients, he decided the quicker way to 
help patients directly was to become a 
nurse. 


After graduating from Harper College, 


he first chose work in the operating 
room, but during his orientation, Al 
changed his mind, preferring intensive 
care. 


Another nurse who went through the 


orientation, Mrs. Patricia Kirkpatrlck of 
Arlington Heights, feels patients benefit 
as well as the beginning nurse. Mother of 
four sons, Pat became a nurse when her 
youngest started school. An R.N., she 
now works in pediatrics. 


"I FEEL THE highest effort Is made 


at this hospital to give patients the best 
possible care," Pat declared. "Ori- 
entation for new nurses adds to this qual- 
ity of care. You learn by doing and per- 
fect your skills as you go along." 


An Important objective of the ori- 


entation at Alcxlan is to provide a learn- 
ing environment that not only creates 
self-confidence but increases personal 
and on-thc-Job-satlsfaction for new nurs- 
es, said Loretta Lee. 


One who feels she really needed this 


interim period is Carol Schilf, R.N., who 
earned her diploma in nursing at Luther- 
an Hospital in St. Louis, then moved to 
Rolling Meadows. She says the chance to 
work under expert supervision alleviated 
her anxiety and lack of confidence when 
working with surgical patients. 


Marlene Rasmussen and Loretta Lee 


term the orientation program "an In- 
vestment in nursing." Anyone interested 
in the Alexlan program may call either 
Mrs. Rasmussen or Mrs. Lee at 437-5500.

ORIENTATION AT other hospitals In- 


cludes a two-week program at Holy 
Family in Des Plaines for registered and 
licensed practical nurses. They then 
work In their specialty areas under su- 
pervision until ready to be on their own. 


At Northwest Community the program 


is three weeks of orientation followed by 
continued education fitted to the individ- 
ual nurse's need. 


A three-month program for new nurses 


is conducted at Lutheran General.

Higher cost of education

What do you do with your spare 


time these crisp fall days? 


If you're a high school junior or 


senior, you may sign up for nation- 
al testing programs and begin to 
worry about getting Into college. If 
you're the parent of a high school 
Junior or senior, you probably be- 
gin to worry about paying for It. 


College, of course, Is not for ev- 


eryone. Enrollments are generally 
declining, as there arc fewer 18- 
year-olds (since the birth rate be- 
gan leveling In the mid-1950s) and 
as more of them choose other op- 
lions. The Carnegie Commission on 
H i g h e r 
Education predicted 


recently that the output of gradu- 
ates will rise about 50 per cent dur- 
ing this decade, Instead of the ap- 
proximately 100 per cent Increase 
during the 1960s. 


For these and other reasons, 


most colleges are a little easier to 
get Into these days. But, In these 
Inflationary times, they cost more, 
too. So how do you pay the higher 
costs of higher education? 


WITH DIFFICULTY, most par- 


ents and students admit. Middle In- 
come families, in particular, havo 
special problems in financing col- 
lege. They often nrcn't considered 
needy enough by federal, state or 
university standards to merit much 
financial aid. Yet they certainly 
can't manage Uw staggering finan- 
cial drain of four years In college. 


One possible solution to the prob- 


lem Is to pick a less expensive col- 
lege. 


At the end of 1972, for instance, 


we hod approximately 1,180 public 
Institutions of higher education. 
They accommodated nearly three 
times as many students as the pri- 
vate colleges, partly because of 
lower costs. 


Private colleges are usually 


more expensive. However, they 
may not cost more than state in- 
stitutions IF your student chooses 
one In another state and must pay 
higher non-resident charges. Some- 
times, too, middle income families 
find that the financial aid available 
at private colleges and universities 
offsets the higher fees. 


By far the biggest bargain In 


higher education today Is the com- 
munity college. Its low tuition (and 
proximity to home) arc major rea- 
sons why, In the fall of 1971 at 
least, more freshmen enrolled In 
U.S. junior and community col- 
leges than In four-year Institutions. 


OTHER LOWER-COST 
routes 


your student might investigate In- 
clude the service academies (ad- 
mittedly for a very few), schools 
with cooperative work programs 
and colleges in Canada. Some stu- 
dents, too, cut costs by cutting the 
time they spend in school, as In a 
three-year baccalaureate degree 
program. Even without a, forma- 
lized option, some students carry 
extra hours and/or enroll in a sum- 
mer session or so to cut the time 
they spend in college by one se- 
mester or even two. 


If none of these Ideas works for 


your student, If his or her savings 
and earnings from part-time and 
summer jobs just aren't enough 
and if he or she is not eligible for 


financial aid or special low-cost 
student loans, there is always the 
possibility of a regular commercial 
loan, even in these days of soaring 
interest costs. 


These are, In effect, ordinary 


personal loans for education pur- 
poses, available from various pri- 
vate lending institutions. Check 
and compare interest rates, insur- 
ance charges, special charges, re- 
strictions and every other detail of 
repayment plans. Check and com- 
pare sources, too (including your 
credit union, if you belong to one). 


Yes, college costs a lot of money. 
Is it worth it? 


ACCORDING TO the most recent 


Census Bureau breakdown, aver- 
age yearly income and lifetime In- 
come (over 45 years) related 
directly to the number of years of 
schooling. 


For example, the average yearly 


income for those who have had 
four years of high school is $9,996; 
their average lifetime Income Is 
$449,820. The figures for those who 
have had four years of college go 
up to an average of $14,351 annual- 
ly and $645,795 over a lifetime.' 
Thus, while other factors certainly 
enter in, the person with four years 
of college earns an average of 
nearly $200,000 more over a life- 
time than the person with only four 
years of high school. .Can you 
imagine higher dividends from any 
other investment that you will ever 
make?

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Safety precautions suggested 
Halloween horror stories are mostly 
unfounded—-611 £ be careful anyway..

The reports of tricks played on youngsters on Halloween 


arc more of a hoax than reality, and various safety exports 
and candy Industry officials arc taking pair* to assure par- 
ents that no tamperod-Milh treats will be found In kids' goody 
bags Oct. 31. 


Nevertheless, safely precautions arc being urged In an ef- 


fort to make the public aware of the potential dangers which 
hove In the past amounted to not much more than fear and 
suspicion. 


Tho Notional Confectioners Association said surveys It has 


conducted every Halloween showed that the majority of In- 
cidents reported about such things as razor blades in apples 
or heroin In candy cither ore hoaxes or are unfounded. 


LAST YKAIl. for example, the association said It checked 


Into approximately 200 reported Incidents nationwide. Sev- 
enty-six cases were found to bo hoaxes, there wasn't a single 
confirmation of any attempt by an adult to harm a child, 
there were no arrests and there were no Injuries of signifi- 
cance. And one of those minor injuries resulted when a boy 


cut his thumb attempting to insert a razor blade into an 
apple. 


The Halloween problem, the association concludes, "Is one 


of considerably different nature than generally believed. It Is 
not a safety problem, but rather a juvenile problem which 
has been created by youngsters to create a stir and achieve 
notoriety." 


HERE IS a list of safety hints compiled from suggestions 


made by several sources for both parents and children to 
follow on Halloween. 


• Be sure the costumes that children wear are flame-resis- 


tant, or at least flamc-rctardant. Usually this information Is 
on the label. 


• If costumes are not flame-resistant or rctardant, tempo- 


rarily flameproof them at home. 


• Light, brightly-colored costumes arc easily seen at dusk 


or dark and arc recommended. Also, children should carry 
white shopping bags to collect their treats, adding to their 
visibility. 


• A parent should always accompany young children on 


their rounds. If a group Is going out together, a responsible 
adult should follow to let people know that the youngsters are 
chaperoned. 


• Review pedestrian safety rules with children before they 


leave home. Remind children to cross only at corners, to wait 
on the curb for the green light, to look both ways before 
crossing and to walk on sidewalks, rot roads. 


• Urge children to stay in their own neighborhoods where 


they are known and already know others. Tell them to avoid 
homes that are dark or dimly lit. People who welcome Hal- 
loweeners generally leave lights on for them. 


• Set a time limit for trick-or-treatlng. About one hour is 


sufficient for ages up to 13. 


• Emphasize to the children that they arc not to eat any of 


the goodies they collect until they get home. Examine care- 
fully everything they receive. Discard anything unpackaged 
or with wrappings which seem to have been undone or are 
torn. 


FOR SAFETY PURPOSES on Halloween a group go- 
ing out together trick-or-treating is best, and should 
be accompanied by parents or other adults.

Alaska 


Its glaciers are prehistoric; 


its scenery is breathtaking.. 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


GLACIER BAY, Alaska — Captain 


Gerald McGowan has sailed all the 
oceans of the world in service of His 
Majesty's Royal Navy, but he's never 
seen anything like this. 


The huge snow-compacted fields of ice 


called glaciers, squeezing down between 
dark, jagged heaps of mountains, jut 
right out into the sea, Their cornices of 
pale, translucent blue, rimming the wa- 
ter's edge, occasionally break off and 
descend into the deeps with an eerie roar 
and a majestic spray, later to emerge hi 
the bay as part of the sprinkle of ice 
floes. 


It's enough to bring Black Mac, as he 


Is sometimes called (not to his face) out 
on the bridge to scan this marvel of na- 
ture. 


He has just steered the "Spirit of Lon- 


don" into the oceanic crevices called 
Glacier Bay, ringed by more than 4,000 
miles of the largest U.S. national park. 
Famed naturalist John Mulr, in the com- 
pany of native Tlingit Indians, paddled a 
large canoe hi here almost a century ago 
and marveled at the "solitude of ice and 
snow." 


THE "SPIRIT OF London" is a 


double-hulled modern cruise ship which 
was put Into service less than a year ago 
to ferry curious Americans to such out- 
of-the-way posts as Ketchlkan, Skagway, 
Alert Bay and Sitka through Alaska's In- 
land Passage. (In the winter it makes 
more exotic stops in Mexico.) 


Its double hull is what persuades 


Lloyd's of London to risk this multimil- 
lion dollar vessel against the Icebergs 
which drop off the 20 major ice fields in 
Glacier Bay. 


It's a breathtaking confrontation with 


pure nature when Captain Mac anchors 
her at the north reaches of the Bay, right 
up against the niched iced walls of Mar- 
gerie Glacier portslde and the two-mile 
face of Grand Pacific Glacier starboard 
side. 


"In all the world," he says, "I have 


never seen anything to compare with it. 


THE ALASKA CRUISE, a fairly recent 


large-scale phenomenon, is an anomalous 
experience. A sleek, fully air-conditioned 
ocean-going city (at 19 knots) coming up 
against secluded frontier harbors with 
gravel-covered main streets and wood- 
slat sidewalks. A scotch-and-water in the 
gaudily bright Union Bar top deck goes 
for SO cents against a buck-sevcnty-five 
for a slug in the Frontier Bar at Kctchi- 


kan. Daily wide-screen movies are shown 
in a plush theater in the bower of the 
ship, in Skagway, they showed them 
three times a week (even X-rated flicks 
sometimes) in the church recreatipn 
hall. 
I 


The cruise attracts a wide range of 


p a s s e n g e r s . Beside the honeymoon 
couple from Sacramento and a group 'of 
little old ladles from Pasadena, Sam 
Yorty sails away his last days in office 
as mayor of Los Angeles. And Merle 
Oberon, along with the young Dutch ac- 
tor Robert Wolders, her co-star In "Inter- 
val," is aboard. 


Each stop is a local event. A city like 


Ketchlkan, 
third largest in Alaska 


(6,483), whose economy is built on fishing 
and logging, also draws 32,000 tourists a 
year, and it's estimated that each one 
leaves $20 on shore. They buy up the 
model totem poles and the native car- 
vings as fast as the Indians in the remote 
settlements can whittle them. 
: 


"Travelln' people like a friendly smile 


and warmth," adds Shirley Bowers, 
"that says, "Thank you for coming to 
Skagway.1" She also plays the ragtime 
piano, as Skagway Lou, at Moe's Fron- 
tier Bar. 


TRAVEL IS A natural part of the 


Alaska experience. The locals think noth- 
ing of getting on a plane and flying off to 
Seattle for the weekend. High school bas- 
ketball teams make road trips by air. A 
Ketchikan newspaper reporter covers his 
beat with his own seaplane. 


The big cruise ship, which originates in 


California, even wows the citizens in the 
urban, sophisticated British Columbia 
ports of Victoria and Vancourver. 


The first time the "Spirit of London" 


glided into Vancouver, whose population 
_morc than doubles that of the entire stat 
"of Alaska, an armada of 200 assorted 
pleasure craft provided an escort from 
the moment it showed up at the Lions' 
Gate entering the harbor. And the local 
newspaper splashed a picture across 
eight columns of page one. 


But ultimately, the real show is open- 


ing up the natural wonder of such a 
place as Glacier Bay in remote Alaskan 
waters to 750 travelers. And Capt. 
McGowan. The epic geologic scene got 
him away from another diversion in his 
comfortable quarters on Piccadilly Deck. 


He had been listening to the Watergate 


hearings on ship's radio, via the Voice of 
America.

... But they don't want 'hippies' 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


SKAGWAY, Alaska — He is the town 


iconoclast. 


The town is Skagway. Indian for 


"Home of the North Wind." Population, 
659, more or less. With no rood leading to 
or from it. 


The only way you get there is by the 


White Pass and Yukon Railroad, from 
Whltchorse, a dusty junction town 100 
miles north in the Yukon Territory of 
Canada. Or by snip through Alaska's In- 
land Passage and finally up the Lynn 
Canal. 


When the Spirit of London docked on 


an Alaskan cruise, the population of 
Skagway more than doubled. For a day. 


A year ago, Kurt Hosiers decided he 


wacted to be mayor. He got 34 votes. 
And Glcnda Daugherty felt the spinoff of 
his failure. 


She was a local schoolmarm. Fresh- 


faced off the boat from Marina del Rey 
in southern California last fall. Idealistic. 
And now she's out of a job. "She got laid 
off," says Kurt, "because she's my girl. 
They're pretty narrow hi this town. 
Vicious gossip is the local pastime." 


BUT KURT INTENDS to stay because 


he's entranced by Skagway and its his- 
tory as the gateway to the Klondike gold 
fields, up through the Chilkoot Pass. 


It's not the most inviting place in the 


world to live because those Chilkoot 
winds come whistling down at 75 miles 
an hour in the winter, and ft rains a lot 
the rest of the year. Broadway, the main 
drag, is still mostly gravel, and the side- 
walks are raised wooden planks. 


The Skagua Trading Post, at the foot 


of Broadway near the harbor, is Kurt's 
new business, with Glenda helping out. 
Many of the antiques in it were dug up 
on personal forays to the old mining 
camps in the hills. Out front, an Indian, 
the only Indian in town whittles wood. 
Inside, Kurt always offers coffee and 
conversation. 


THE TALK IS about the tight control 


of the town by an insular society, and tho 
railroad. 


"If you got a beard," sayd Kurt, who 


has a magnificent bush sprouting be- 
neath a bald head, "you can't get a job. 
They don't want any hippies. 


The fortunes of Skagway are tied to 


the railroad, which carries lead, zinc, 
copper and asbestos from the Yukon to 
the cargo ships which come into the deep 
water port. The White Pass line also car- 
ries an increasing tourist load from 
cruise ships, such as the Spirit of Lon- 
don, into the hills on a hairpin ride to 
Lake Bennett. 


THERE IS NO unemployment in Skag- 


way. The sign outside the railroad office 
reads, "Don't Apply — No Jobs Avail- 
able." 


Glcnda's getting out when the sum- 


mer's over. She can't take the isolation 
any longer. Kurt's staying. "It's a bad 
place to put a town," he says. "The wind 
blows too hard and the weather's ter- 
rible. But I've been in love with the Gold 
Rush and Chilkoot Pass ever since I 
came to Alaska In 1958. They can't get 
me out of here."

There ore many a lagnlappc attached 


to writing a weekly column for a string 
of serious newspapers.

Ho Is also very visible these days doing 


TV commercials for Johnson's Wax, and 
o very time he shows up on the screen, my 
foolishly Impressionable wife and teen- 
age daughters always gasp something 
like "wow, he can polish my furniture 
anytime he wnnts!" And, "Dnd, you 
don't really know him, do you, I mean 
personally?"

It was neither, nf course, 
what It wai wn» (icnrge Montgomery 
calling and she was acting like I've seen 
women nf every age act when they get 
n rim ml hint. He, nf course, tines absolute- 
ly nntltlng In illscnurage It, cither, at 
Icntl not In the 12 years Hint he and 1)1- 
nnh Sliorr hnve been divorced. 


George Is from Montana, you sec, born 


not too far from my own Wyoming 
spawning grounds. About the time I was 
foolishly trying to earn a living on buck- 
ing horses and bulls, George was alerady 
a famous film star. I guess we met the 
first time when he made an appearance 
at a rodeo. No matter how famous, or 
notorious, George became, though, he 
kept coming bock to the Brady, Montana 
ranch where he had grown up. His fami- 
ly, which includes 0 brothers and 5 sis- 
ters, still live there and welcome him 
home regularly.

Finally we settled down for a talk and 


a drink. I drank a civilized old fashioned, 
while he worked on fruit juice — 
straight. (He doesn't smoke cither.) 


Wo talked about tho rainbow trout that 


swam in the Flathcad and the Teton and 
tho north fork of the Sun. We remem- 
bered tho tremendous brown trout fish- 
Ing In tho Big Hole river before tho 
Corps of Engineers wrecked it with a 
dam. Then there were the pheasant we'd 
shot in Nebraska and South Dakota, the 
mule deer and antelope in the Ferris 
Mountain range in Wyoming. And the 
grizzly he'd taken in the Tctons before 
tho grizzly image got blurred by a few 
bod actors. 


He told me about another Charley Rus- 


scl pointing he'd bought and about anoth- 
er western artist named Selzer, whose 
work he believes will become among the 
most popular in western art.

Fire department to get third pumper 


The Buffalo Grove Fire Department 


has ordered its third and largest pumper. 
The truck Is due to arrive In 10 months. 


The vehicle was ordered from Howe 


Fire Apparatus Co. Inc. for $71,682. It 
will have a 1,300-gallon-pcr-minute pump 
and a 1,000-gallon water tank. The other 
two pumpers have only 500-gallon water 
tanks. 


"The 1,000-gallon tank will give us 20 


minutes of steady water," Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter said yesterday. He pointed 
out that using the tank is the fastest way 
to fight a fire, as it can be set up in 10 to 
15 seconds. Laying a line to a fire hy- 


drant takes from three to five minutes, 
he said. 


The decision to order a larger water 


tank. Winter said, was also prompted by 
the "fact that many areas of the Lake 
County portion of the village do not have 
fire hydrants. Plans arc to consolidate 
all of Buffalo Grove under one fire de- 
partment. Also, he said the unincorpo- 
rated Buffalo Grove Highlands area, 
which already is served by the depart- 
ment, has no hydrants. 


THE PUMPER was ordered without 


advertising for bids, Winter said. This is 
permitted because the department is a 


private corporation, hired by the Wheel- 
ing Township Rural Fire Protection Dis- 
trict to supply Buffalo Grove with fire 
protection service. 


As a contractor, the fire department 


can purchase equipment at its own op- 
tion. Winter said a comparison was made 
with prices of pumpers made by other 
companies and Howe was found to be 
"competitive." 


A more important reason, Winter said, 


was that 'the other two pumpers owned 
by the department were made by Howe. 
Having all three trucks made by the 
same company, he said, means the fire- 
fighters need only memorize one set of 
controls. 


Winter said in a full-time department 


the equipment does not have to be the 
same since one man is assigned to the 
same vehicle each time. In a volunteer 


department, such as Buffalo Grove's, he 
said, the trucks are manned on a first- 
come basis as the men respond to an 
alarm. A firefighter could get assigned to 
any of the three pumpers and if they 
were of different manufacture, he'd have 
to know the controls of all three. 


SINCE THE pumper will not replace 


an old truck, ail new equipment must be 
purchased for it. This raises the price of 
the vehicle. 


Winter admitted he was shocked by the 


cost, but attributed 
the figure to in- 


flation. He said a bid price in 1971 by 
Howe came in at $68,245. 


The other pumpers were bought in 1966 


for $26,000 and in 19G8 for $38,000. The 
ladder truck, bought in 1970 for $80,000, 
would cost at least $125,000 now,. Winter 
said.

O'Hare Airport was left without gar- 


bage pickup yesterday as drivers for the 
Garden City Disposal Co., Rosemont, 
staged a wildcat walkout in a wage dis- 
pute. 


The 35 drivers serving the airport were 


among 1,200 Chicago area garbagemcn 
who overwhelmingly, in a voice vote, re- 
jected a contract offer by scavenger ser- 
vices in a union meeting Monday night. 


Drivers for Northwest suburban scav- 


enger companies participated in the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Teamsters 
meeting, but remained on the job yester- 
day. 


MEANWHILE, negotiations between 


union representatives and officials of the 
Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal 
Association, which represents most area 
scavenger firms, resumed in the after- 
noon. 


The contract offer rejected by the gar- 


bagemen would have provided them a 
raise this year of 75 cents over their pre- 
sent salary of $5.05 an hour. 


Next year, the wages would have gone 


up an additional 50 cents an hour, and in 
the third and final year of the proposed 
contract, another 50 cents would have 
been added. 


Al Hockstra, executive director of the 


refuse disposal association, said yester- 
day he felt the offer was good and should 
h'avc been accepted by the garbagemen. 


"It far exceeds the Phase IV regu- 


lations," he said. "The wages alone 
would have gone up 15 per cent." 


Other contract points covered pensions 


and health and welfare benefits. 


THE CONTRACT had been hammered 


out by union and disposal association 
representatives Oct. 5 after nine weeks 
of bargaining. A federal mediator sat in 
on the last week of the negotiations. 


The contract had been endorsed by 


union representatives, but Frank Grady, 
a union official, said the men voted it 
down because of "M-0-N-E-Y. That's.the 
reason.

An engineering consultant's roof sur- 


vey of schools in Elk Grove Township 
School Dist. 59 has turned up a need for 
almost $350,000 In repairs during the next 
five years., 


'The report, presented to the Dist. 59 


school board Monday night, cited cheap 
materials, poor design and maintenance 
as the chief reason for the failure of the 
roofs. 


All Dist. 59 schools in Arlington 


Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect and DCS Plaines were listed in the 
report. Not listed was the district's 
recently-completed 
Friendship Junior 


High In DCS Plaines. , 


THE FIRST YEAR of the program 


would be the most expensive according 
to the report, which recommended more 
than $130,000 in repairs during the first 
year. Although the consultant, J. W. 
O'DonnclI and Associates, recommended 
the repairs be done this year, Dist. 59 
S u p t. James Ervlti said repairs, 
"couldn't 
begin until 
1974 at 
the 


earliest." 


"We couldn't possibly undertake such 


an expense this year," said Erviti. 
"We'll have to work the cost Into future 
financial planning," he said. Ervlti did 
say there was some money available for 


some of the more urgently-needed re- 
pairs, but not much. 


The school needing extensive roof work 


right away, according to the report, is 
Forest View School in Mount Prospect. 
O'Donnell and Associates estimated the 
roof needs almost $44,000 in roof work 
and recommended the work be done this 
year. 


Most of the cost, almost $42,300, is for 


the main section of the building, built in 
1902. The rest is for temporary repair of 
the building's two additions, built In 1965 
and 1970 respectively. Another $12,000 
would be needed In 1977 and 1978 for 
more complete repairs on the two addi- 
tions. ' 


GROVE JUNIOR High In Elk Grove 


Village and Dempster Junior High in Des 
Plaines are also recommended for exten- 
sive roof repairs. Grove was recom- 
mended for $30,000 the first year in re- 
pairs, and another $7,000 in 1977. Demps- 
ter will need more than $47,000 in roof 
work by 1978. 


District voters in June approved a $1.25 


million bond referendum for remodeling 
at the two schools. According to Erviti, 
the referendum was aimed at Improving 
educational space and did not include 
roof work. 


Erviti had earlier told the school board 


to expect roof repairs in the future since 
most of the buildings in the district had 
roofs built with the cheapest possible ma- 
terials when originally constructed. 


A tremendous amount of construction 


was done in the district during the 60s at 
a time when there wasn't a lot of money 
available for building.

City council ivrapup 
2% hotel tax 
wins approval 


The DCS Plalnes City Council gave final approval Monday 


to a new tax on local hotel and motel rooms designed to give 
the city an estimated $70,000 In additional revenue. 


The new tax will go intot effect Nov. 1. The city will levy a 


per cent charge on each occupied room. The new ordinance 
exempts rooms which are occupied for more than 30 days and 
conference and meeting rooms. 


The city had initially planned to charge a fee of 50 cents 


per day on each room, but local innkeepers persuaded the 
city to use the 2 per cent rate. 


Officials decided to initiate the tax to help provide addition- 


al revenues and help make up for the loss of funds formally 
received from the state personal property tax.

Not only me. I heard it from co-work- 


ers all week long. 


I wasn't going to comment on the res- 


ignation of Vice President Spiro Agnew. 
N e a r l y every columnist and com- 
mentator in the nation has devoted 12 
inches of space to Agnew and the after- 
math. 


I've read many, agreed with some, 


was repulsed by others, tore two to 
shreds. 


So why this column? No one has said it 


the way I feel It, for one. For another, 
many people have asked me if the press 
hasn't gone overboard covering Agnew 
and his troubles. What are we trying to 
do, crucify the guy? 


FIRST POINT FIRST: Agnew has dis- 


played an arrogance during the past five 
years that can only be termed "I can do 
no wrong and I am always right." 


The arrogance syndrome is most evi- 


dent among people in power. 


Look at Erlichman. Look at Daley. 


Look at many of our public officials who 
sneer with contempt at anyone who 
dares hint corruption, who spurt and 
seeth when someone rattles a few skele- 
tons in their closets. 


Even when wrong doing Is proven — 


black and white, no contest — there is 
the arrogance which as much as says, 
"So what?" 


Agnew has been knocked off his pedes- 


tal. But the arrogance remains. 


I FIND IT personally revolting and so 


do many other journalists. Maybe be- 
cause we relate to the little guy more 
than the fat cat. Maybe because we know 
If that evidence were presented against 
us, we'd be sent to the slammer to pay 
for our crime. 


Politicians, men in power, the untou- 


chables, the arrogant, are part of our 
working lives. Those people are ready' 
and willing to damn the press — espe- 
cially when the heat is on. 


Agnew has always gone after the 


press. We are the liars, the cheats. Ac- 
cording to him, we have blown his scan-: 
dal out of proportion, we're out to get 
him. He'd prove his innocence to the 
American people. 


Who proved what? Agnew — the mas- 


ter of alliteration, a rousing orator — left 
the country Monday night with his word 
that he was innocent of all charges, in- 
cluding the one he pleaded no contest — 
guilty. 
IF THERE WAS a crucifixion, the Jus- 


tice Department built the cross and ham- 
mered in the nails. This was not a press 
Investigation. This was a 40-page docu- 
ment of evidence against the .vice-presi- 
dent. It was done by the government, for 
Uie government, to an official of the gov- 
ernment. 


If you get tired of reading' about Ag- 


new, flip the page and bury your head in 
the sand. The .press has covered it and 
will continue to cover It big. It Is big. It's. 
not a vendetta. It's a job. 


ONE LAST THOUGHT: There seems 


to be a whole new breed of people pop- • 
ping up since the Agnew Incident. I'll 
call them the bleeding heart con- 
servatives. Leave the poor guy alone. Is 
their theme song. Oh my, poor country, 
is their motto. 


I'm on the other side of the fence. 


What has happened to Agnew, Water- 
gate, the indictment and conviction of, 
politicians big and little has shaken this 
country right to its grassroots. And-it's 
just what this country needed. 


No one is exempt. Let the people in 


power know this. Let the American 
people demand it.

FEDERAL Investigators arc known to 


be seeking information about village 
building and zoning procedures. The in- 
spectors are expected to be questioned 
about how they got their jobs and which 
village officials or others arc in a posi- 
tion to give them orders.

earlier witnesses may be recalled soon 
for additional grand jury testimony, 
among them former Trustee Peter Egan, 
who announced his retirement last week 
and sold his house in preparation for 
moving to Arizona.

operational paramedic program. 


Late Monday night, the village fire de- 


partment began the service after in- 
stalling the necessary equipment in one 
of the department's conventional ambu- 
lances. 


As paramedics, specially-trained fire- 


men admlnster medication and provide 
other emergency medical treatment to 
patients at the scene and en route to the 
hospital. During the treatment, the para- 
medics are in radio contact with a doctor 
at Northwest Community Hospital. 


The doctor advises the paramedics on 


medical techniques and authorizes the 
use of medication. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett called the estab- 


lishment of the paramedic program "an 
important milestone" for the depart- 
ment. 


THE ELK GROVE Village program in- 


volves t\vo hospitals, Northwest Commu- 
nity in Arlington Heights and Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center. 


Elk Grove paramedics will be In con- 


tact with doctors at Northwest Commu- 
nity because the hospital already has the 
needed radio equipment and other spe- 
cialized devices to provide paramedic 
services for other suburban commu- 
nities. 


All patients treated by the Elk Grove 


paramedics, however, will be taken to 
Alexian Brothers. The emergency rooms 
at the two hospitals will be in contact 
with each other when a patient is being 
treated by village paramedics.

STREAM CLEANUP is by far the

"They can see posi- 
tive results of their efforts right away 
when they pick up debris along a stream 
bank," said Mrs. Records. 


Besides the outdoor experience with 


nature, the camp has other advantages. 


"It helps the kids learn how to work to- 
gether outside the confines of the class- 
room," said Minkoff. 


The camp experience stays with the 


children. "Last year, I asked those who 
went to camp to write down what they 
liked best and least about the trip. Their 
ideas were lengthy," he said, "yet it was 
six or seven weeks after they had gone " 


Although the children learn a lot about 


ecology, conservation and working to- 
gether, there arc also very practical 
tilings learned at camp, according to at 
least one camp participant. 


"I learned ducks bite and you shouldn't 


stand behind a horse," said a petite blue- 
eyed blonde on her way back from a visit 
with the camp's animals. 


Garbagemen stage ivildcat 
strike at O'Hare Airport

O'Harc Airport was left without gar- 


bage pickup yesterday as drivers for the 
Garden City Disposal Co., liosemont, 
staged a wildcat walkout in a wage dis- 
pute. 


The 35 drivers serving the airport were 


among 1,200 Chicago area garbagcmcn 
who overwhelmingly, in a voice vote, re- 
jected a contract offer by scavenger ser- 
vices in a union meeting Monday night. 


Drivers for Northwest suburban scav- 


enger companies participated in the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Teamsters 
meeting, but remained on the job yester- 
day. 


MEANWHILE, negotiations between 


union representatives and officials of the 
Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal 
Association, which represents most area 
scavenger firms, resumed in the after- 
noon. 


The contract offer rejected by the gar- 


bagemen would have provided them a 
raise this year of 75 cents over their pre- 
sent salary of $5.05 an hour. 


Next year, the wages would have gone 


up an additional 50 cents an hour, and in 
the third and final year of the proposed 
contract, another 50 cents would have 
been added. 


AI Hoekstra, executive director of the 


refuse disposal association, said yester- 
day he felt the offer was good and should 
have been accepted by the garbagcmcn. 


"It far exceeds the Phase IV regu- 


lations," he said. "The wages alone 
would have gone up 15 per cent." 


Other contract points covered pensions 


and health and welfare benefits. 


THE CONTRACT had been hammered 


out by union and disposal association 
representatives Oct. 5 after nine weeks 
of bargaining.

Schools may call 
energy use cutback 


Dist. 59 School Supt. James Ervltl told school board mem- 


bers of possible plans to cut back the use of energy In the 
district's schools this winter. Ervltl revealed the plans In his 
report at Monday night's school board meeting. 


Ervltl's proposals Included cutting back OD heat In school 


buildings by 10 degrees when not In use. Thermostats would 
bo set at 68 degrees during the day, and 68 degrees when the 
children nro dismissed from school. Ervltl said the policy 
would not be In effect at the two junior highs that have 
swimming pools and arc used for night park district pro- 
grams. 


Other suggestions submitted by Ervlti were using less

Heights branch Cook County Circuit 
Court, Gray was arraigned on the at- 
tempted murder charge and in addition 
was sentenced to six months in the coun- 
ty jail for violating the restraining order. 


Gray also was charged with failing to

A $100,000 bond has been set on the 


felony charge, but Gray is being held in 
(he county jail In lieu of bond and to 
begin serving the six month court sen- 
tence.

in trust fund 


Seven youngsters, left fatherless in the 


Feb. 23 Ben Franklin Store fire in Pala- 
tine, will share a $41,706 trust fund made 
possible through local individual and 
group donations. 


Three Palatine volunteer firemen died 


in the Ben Franklin store fire: Warren 
H. Ahlgrim, Richard H. Freeman and 
John T. Wilson. A massive fund-raising 
movement for the families followed the 
tragedy. 


Money raised from donations to the 


Volunteer Firemen's Memorial Fund will 
be divided evenly between the seven chil- 
dren: Pamela and Daniel Ahlgrim; Tra- 
ccy and Christopher Freeman, and Step- 
hen, Deborah and Linda Wilson. Each 
will receive nearly $6,000 in installments 
or annually. 


Interest on the trust will be paid to 


each child on his or her 18th birthday. 
The net income will be paid "for the sup- 
port, education and best interests of the 
children," according to the trustees, the 
First Bank and Trust Co. of Palatine and 
the Palatine National Bank. Both banks 
arc administering the trusts without 
compensation.

Palatine High program growing 
Math classroom becomes a 'church9

Once a week, a mathematics class- 


room ;it Palatine High School becomes a 
place of worship. 


For three years, students have been 


meeting there at 7 a.m. on Fridays to 
study the Bible, pray, and talk about the 
teachings of Christianity. The group has 
had a burst of popularity this year. 
About 20 students came to the first meet- 
ing of the year in September and now 
about 35 students fill the room. 


Larry Johnson, math teacher at Pala- 


tine, sponsors the group, led by Mike 
Bourbon, who graduated from Palatine 


last June. Johnson said the religious 
meetings arc legal because the group is 
not a school organization. "It's for any- 
one in the community," he said. Most of 
those who attend arc Palatine students 
and a few arc students from other high 
schools. 


BOURBON SAID the group Is popular 


because "kids are really needing some- 
thing. It's changed peoples'.lives. There 
is more to life than going out and getting 
on dope and drinking." He said knowing 
Christ gives someone "peace of mind 
and love" which fulfills "something in 
their inner self that is insecure." 


Christianity is becoming more popular 


among young people everywhere, said 
Bourbon, who describes the group at Pal- 
atine as probably part of the "Jesus 
movement." "The Lord is the one who's 
moving," he said, "It's to reach out to 
others and share with others." 


"It's really beautiful," said Bourbon. 


"It's something to realize Christianity." 
He said the group discusses topics such 
as "Who Jesus Christ is really, what He 
has given to us and what we can do for 
Him." Group members spend time "get- 
ting to know each other better, person- 
alizing with each other. We don't want to

have anyone alienated," he said. 


BY LEADING the group, Bourbon 


said, "I grow myself. The Lord is a miss- 
ing link in most people's lives. It's 
changed my life in the past year and a 
half," he said. 


Bourbon plays the drums in a Christian 


music group called the "Sim Company." 
The main reason they perform Is to 
"spread the good news of Jesus Christ," 
he said. They plan to tour Southern Rho- 
desia next year. 


Bourbon said he's been thinking of en- 


rolling in Trinity College in Decrfield and 
becoming a minister. He said he will do 
"whatever the Lord decides to use me 
for."

Shortage 
to hike cost 


of paper bags 


(tolling Meadows officials may have to 


p;iy as much as $22,500 more next year 
for popcr bags used In residential gar- 
bage collection because of the nationwide 
piipcr shortage. 


The city has been able to solicit unly 


one bid for next year's supply of garbage 
bags, which are provided til no cost to 
homeowners In the city. The bid lias 
been submitted by the St. Regis Paper 
Company of Palatine, the city's current 
fait! supplier, but n critical shortage of 
p;ppor nationwide has forced a hike In the 
bug cosls. 


The Increase may cost the city an ad- 


ditional $22.530 next year for the bags. 


The city council last month delayed ac- 


cepting the company's lone bid of up to 
$110 per 1,000 bags, but (he council public 
works, building and zoning committee 
voted Monday to recommend acceptance 
of llio bid. 


At the same time, however, the com- 


mittee directed the public works depart- 
ment to continue for 30 days to solicit 
l)ldi for the bags. If a lower bid Is sub- 
mitted in that time, the city could break 
its contract with (he St. Regis company 
In favor of a lower bidder. 


I'UIU.IC U'OltKS officials at the meet- 


Ing Monday, however, expressed little 
hope of finding a lower bidder. Supt. of 
Public Works John Hcnncssy said solic- 
ited bids produced only two responses, 
one from the American Bag and Paper 
Corp. In Chicago and one from the Bcmls 
Co. of Ko.icmont. 


Hnlh firms said they could not bid on 


Ilio project hccau.sc they could not take 
on new customers. 


"The pnpcr situation Is very light," As- 


sittnnt Supt. Dick Martin told the com- 
mittee, lie said the St. Itcgis company 
apparently Is the only area firm which 
can Insure delivery of the needed bags. 


The bid presented by the company will 


charge the city $10.1 per 1,000 bags for 
bags ordered through June, 1074. The 
cost of hags supplied from June to 
December. 1074 will then rise la $ I in per 
I,noo bags under the contract terms. 


Till: CITY Is expected to need about

Continuing labor strikes in Canda, 


which supply the majority of paper for 
the United Slates, have severely crippled 
the production of paper products. 
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City refuse collection cannot be ex- 


psrdcd In Rolling Meadows until recycl- 
ing increases In the city. 


That was the observation given by 


Supt. of Public Works John Hcnncssy 
yesterday in discussing the possible ex- 
pansion of city garbage pickup service to 
more non-single-family units in the city. 


"We cannot expand the service until 


we can expand recycling," Hcnnessy 
said. He said recycling is needed to re- 
duce the volume of refuse collected. He 
said recycling must take place especially 
Ir. apartment complexes in the city be- 
fore pickups could begin there. 


"We need to sec a demonstrated inter- 


est from the apartment residents in re- 
cycling" he said. Currently the Meadow 
Trace complex is the only apartment 
group with special recycling drives held 
each month. The homeowners' group 
from the Three Fountains condominiums 
and representatives from the Three 
Fountains Phase I apartments have also 
expressed interest in starting recycling 
drives, Hcnncssy said. 


UNLKSS RECYCLING expands in the 


apartments ard among other city resi- 
dents, Hcnncssy said the public works 
department cannot take on the additional 
costs of garbage collection because the 
volume of refuse would be too large. 


"If Three Fountains could recycle 40 


per cent of their refuse, for example, 
then we could consider It," Hcnncssy said 
Asked If the Meadow Trace complex 
would be first In line to get garbage pick- 
ups if the city's service is expanded. 
Hcnncssy said they would not, but added 
"we're looking more favorably on them 
because of the interest they have shown 
(In recycling)." 


If garbage collection service is ever 


expanded in the city to serve apart- 
ments. Hcnncssy said a fee, which would 
be lower than that charged by private 
scavenger services, would still be levied. 


CURRENTLY, free garbage service is 


provided 
to single-family residences. 


About 200 commercial and apartment 
residents arc picked up for a fee. The 
only apartment complex which is picked 
tip by the city Is Kings Walk, which pays 
for the service and for Its garbage bags. 


Kings Walk Is picked up because it is

Next year, tlio wages would have gone 


up an additional 50 cents an hour, and In 
the third and final year of the proposed 
contract, another SO cents would have 
been added. 


Al Hocks!ra, executive director of the 


refuse disposal association, said yester- 
day he felt the offer was good and should 
have been accepted by the garbagcmcn. 


"It far exceeds the Phase IV regu- 


lations," he said. "The wages alone 
would have gone up 15 per cent." 


Other contract points covered pensions 


and health and welfare benefits. 


THE CONTRACT had been hammered 


out by union and disposal association 
representatives Oct. 5 after nine weeks 
of bargaining. A federal mediator sat In 
on the last week of the negotiations. 


The contract had been endorsed by 


union representatives, but Frank Grndy, 
a union official, said the men voted it 
down because of "M-0-N-E-Y. That's the 
reason. Nobody gets enough money any 
more."

Half of Phase One Is to 
be condominiums, with the remaining to 
be developed in rental units. 


EXTENSIVE OFFICE and commercial 


space is planned. Romano expects the 
complex to have 30,000 residents arxl em- 
ploy 70,000 other persons. 


Romano agreed to begin construction 


within one year. A number of financial 
institutions including Prudectail Insur- 
ance Co. sent representatives to give 
their approval of any agreement with the 
planned project. Romano estimates the 
value of Phase One as "excess of $30 
million." 


Romano contends Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration (FAA) approval will be 
forthcoming for buildings in his complex 
which exceed 100 storici. 


"If Schaumburg approves my concept, 


it will then be my responsibility to show 
the prudence of constructing 12G-or 32- 
story buildings and justify this to the 
FAA" Romano said.

Drivers for Northwest suburban scav- 


enger companies participated in the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Teamsters 
meeting, but remained on the job yester- 
day. 


MEANWHILE, negotiations between 


union representatives and officials of the 
Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal 
Association, which represents most area 
scavenger firms, resumed in the after- 
noon. 


The contract offer rejected by the gar- 


bagemen would have provided them a 
raise this year of 75 cents over their pre- 
sent salary of $5.05 an hour. 


Next year, the wages would have gone 


up on additional 50 cents an hour, and in 
the third and final year of the proposed 
contract, another 50 cents would have 
been added. 


Al Hoekstra, executive director of the 


refuse disposal association, said yester- 
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day he felt the offer was good and should 
have been accepted by the garbagemcn. 


"It far exceeds the Phase IV regu- 


lations," he said. "The wages alone 
would have gone up 15 per cent."

Hoffman settles one suit, 
only to confront two more 


Hoffman Estates officials settled one 


legal problem this week, but became In- 
volved in two new ones. 


The village board was informed Mon- 


day of an appeal filed by Aurora Pizza 
Hut Inc., on the village's refusal to in- 
tVease the number of liquor licenses it 
will make available. The appeal is to be 
heard in November by the Illinois Liquor 
Control Commission. 


And trustees each received summonses 


Monday to answer a lawsuit in behalf of 
the 28 former public works employes the 
village fired in July. The case is yet to be 
scheduled in the Chancery Division of the 
Circuit Court of Cook County. 


The problem settled Monday is costing 


the village $2,500, and dates back to 1961 
when F & S Construction Co., Inc., grant- 
ed casements to Citizens Utilities Co. of 
Illinois and Suburban Utilities, who in- 
stalled sewer and water mains in lots in 
the Highlands section of Hoffman Estates 
The casements were never recorded, and 
in 1971 the Bcnnlngton Corp. purchased 
two of those lots and constructed homes 
over the mains, making them in- 
accessible for repairs. 


THE MAINS NOW have to be rerouted. 


The village asked Citizens Utilities to 
pay for the rerouting, claiming the com- 
pany was responsible for falling to 
record Die casements. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert said Mon- 


day that Citizens Utilities felt the village 
should have recorded the easements, and 
Bennington Corp. should have known 
where the mains were from examining 
the property. 


In the settlement, Citizens Utilities is 


•paving $4,500, Bennington Corp. is paying 
$2,000 and the cost of a survey of the 
land. The village is paying $2,500 and 
providing engineering. 


IN THE PIZZA HUT case, Thomas 


Murphy of the Illinois Liquor Control 
Commission technical staff, said the 
commission will meet Friday to hear all 
cases filed previous to this week.

Prospect Heights Park District offi- 


cials yesterday denied they have been 
discussing a $1.5 million to $3 million ref- 
erendum as disclosed in yesterday's 
Herald. 


Park District Director Ron Greenberg 


said, "That figure is so wrong it's pathet- 
ic. Those figures haven't been talked ot 
at all by anyone in the park district." He 
said the figures discussed are in the area 
of $500,000 to $1.3 million. 


However, a source close to the park 


district, who asked not be named, said it 
was Greenberg himself who has been us- 
ing the $1.5 million-plus figures in con- 
versations with Prospect Heights lead- 
ers. 


Greenberg denied ever using the $1.3 


million to $3 million figures. He said he 
has been asked several times what it 
would cost to build an indoor tennis 
court. His answer, he said, was about $3 
million but that It would be beyond the 
park district's ability to build. 


PAItK DISTRICT Pres. Joe Letniak 


yesterday said, "Nobody's been talking 
about a referendum. We've been working 
on a feasibility study." 


He did say the possibility of a referen- 


dum "in the future" had been discussed, 
but no definite plans made. "If we're go- 
ing to do anything for the community, it 
will have to be a referendum," Lesmak 
added. 


According to Greenberg, the park 


board has discussed a new pool or pool 
improvements or a community center for 
some time. He said such projects could 
be phased to spread the cost over a num- 
ber of years, but that a referendum prob- 
ably would be needed to raise enough 
money. Studies, through an up-date of 
the district's comprehensive plan, will be 
made over the next few months. 


"We feel the pool probably does need 


extensive work," Greenberg said, adding 
it could cost "thousands of dollars."

started. Greenberg did not wish to be 
quoted on what he feels are the reasons 
persons in the community might wish to 
sink a park referendum. 


Greengerg 'said the park district's 


budget is somewhat less than the J83,nn 
as mentioned in yesterday's Herald. He 
said that figure was closer to the appro- 
priations levy approved by the park dis- 
trict. He did not have the actual budget 
figure handy, but it is apparently near

right away, according to the report, is 
Forest View School in Mount Prospect. 
O'Donnell and Associates estimated the 
roof needs almost $44,000 in roof work 
and recommended the work be done this 
year. 


Most of the cost, almost $42,300, is for 


the main section of the building, built in 
1962. The rest is for temporary repair of 
the building's two additions, built in 1965 
and 1970 respectively. Another $12,000 
would be needed in 1977 and 1978 for 
more complete repairs on the two addi- 
tions. 


GROVE JUNIOR High in Elk Grove 


Village and Dempster Junior High in Des 
Plaines arc also recommended for exten- 
sive roof repairs. Grove was recom- 
mended for $30,000 the first year in re- 
pairs, and another $7,000 in 1977. Demps- 
ter will need more than $47,000 in roof 
work by 1978. 


District voters in June approved a $1.25 


million bond referendum for remodeling 
at the two schools. According to Erviti, 
the referendum was aimed at improving 
educational space and did not include 
roof work.

Poet 'comes 
home' after 
15 years 


Robert Siegel, poet, returned to his 


high school Monday and found things dif- 
ferent and yet the same. 


Siegel, a member of the class of 1957 at 


Arlington High School, spent the day as a 
guest of High School Dist. 214 and gave 
poetry readings for students at Forest 
View and Arlington. 


"It's hard to believe that what was 


once one school with 2,500 students is 
now eight schools," Siegel said. "But at 
the same time, I get the feeling it's the 
same school but it's just kind of multi- 
plied itself." 


Siegel's first return to Arlington since 


he graduated also marks another occa- 
sion. His first book of poetry, "The 
Beasts and the Elders," will be published 
by the University Press of New England 
at the end of this month. 


THE POEMS IN the book provided the 


basis for Siegel's readings. Among them 
was one telling the story of the garden of 
Eden "from the snake's point of view" 
and another describing the arrival of a 
moose in the town of Hanover, New- 
Hampshire for the first time in 200 
years. 


He urged students to read poetry be- 


cause "sometimes you get the feeling 
more people are writing poetry than 
reading it." He also explained that he 
tried to write his first poem when he was 
nine and became convinced he wanted to 
be a poet while in college. 


"Some poems I've written 40 or 50 ver- 


sions of and they never shaped up," he 
told the students. "There's a certain pas- 
sive quality In writing. You have to listen 
for a poem and sometimes you get In the 
way." 


FOLLOWING HIS readings, Siegel, a 


tall, bearded man who is chairman of 
crcativc'writing at Dartmoutli College in 
Hanover, New Hampshire, reflected on 
the chain of events that brought him 
back to Arlington High. 


"This is the first time I've been back 


in the building," he said. "I've always 
avoided it." He wrote to the school when 
he discovered that, because he would 
have the fall off, he would be in Arling- 
ton Heights just before the book came 
out. 


"I was pleasantly surprised to find that 


Rod McLennan, who was my old geome- 
try teacher, is now assistant superintend- 
ent and Jack Martin, my journalism 
teacher, is now principal of Forest 
View." 


He also reflected that "I seemed to 


have an awful lot of good teachers," add- 
ing that, when he met his old teachers 
for the first time since high school "I 
was surprised because they're all so 
young. Some of them look younger now 
than they did In 1957." 


In addition to enjoying his return to 


Arlington because it showed "you can go 
home again, at least in some ways," Sie- 
gel said he enjoyed reading for the high 
school students. "Someone once told me 
that students in high school are living 
many of the experiences that become 
poems," he said. "They may not be able 
to write about them, but they live with 
their pores open."

'Mother Nature9 teaches fifth grade 


by BOB GALLAS 


"My mother would never let me do 


anything like this," said the fifth grader 
as he clambered over a fence in the 
woods. Nearby, another boy waded 
across a stream with his ankle boots on 
— only the water was up to his chest. 
Class had begun for Juliette Low School. 


Once a year, fifth graders at the Dlst. 


59 school in Arlington Heights get a first 
hand look at nature as port of the 
school's outdoor education program. Af- 
terwards, in the classroom, the kids have 
experiences to draw on when they study 
about conservation and ecology from 
books. 


The children spend a day at Camp 


Rclnberg In Palatine Township. The 40- 
acre camp is surrounded by about 1,900 
acres of the Deer Grove Forest Pre- 
serve, so the kids have a lot of ground to 
cover. 


"Some people think suburban children 


don't need a camp experience since they 
live out of the city anyway," said Mrs. 
Ruth Records, camp director. "But 
they're wrong." 


She demonstrated her point by asking 


a young man crouched by a stream if he 


knew what frogs were good for. "Frog- 
legs?" answered the young man. 


THE STUDENTS study conservation 


and nature hi many ways — from dig- 
ging potatoes in the camp garden to 
cleaning streams in the forest preserve, 
according to Mrs. Records. Students also 
learn how the pond and forest functions 
as a community. When they return to the 
classroom, the teacher follows up with a 
comparison of the pond community to 
the child's home community. 


This was the second year fifth graders 


at Low School went to Camp Relnberg, 
said school principal, Sol Minkoff. One 
of the biggest boosters of the program, 
Minkoff hopes the program can be con- 
tinued next year — if there's money to 
finance It. 


"The kids this year were really looking 


forward to going after hearing about how 
much fun the fifth graders who went last 
year had," said Minkoff. 


The students are put in groups of about 


six or seven, according to Minkoff. "That 
way, there's more one-to-one contact," 
he said. With each group is a camp coun- 
• selor and teacher, or both. 


"WE TRY TO work very closely with 


the teachers," said Mrs. Records. "That 
way, they can carry the experience on in 
the classroom," she said. 


The teachers meet with the counselors 


before the children come out to the camp 
to answer questions and find out what 
the teachers would like to cover. 


Some of the camp staff goes to the 


school beforehand to meet the children. 
"That way, no time is wasted in getting 
acquainted when the kids get to camp 
and they have more time to explore," 
said Mrs. Records. 


Although great care is taken by staff 


and teachers to prepare programs for 
the children, that doesn't mean the kids 
can't choose what they want to do. "If 
they'd rather clean a stream than do a 
pond study, that's fine," said Mrs. 
Records. "It's up to them to choose." 


STREAM CLEANUP is by far the 


most popular activity of conservation 
minded youngsters. "They can see posi- 
tive results of their efforts right away 
uhcn they pick up debris along a stream 
bank," said Mrs. Records. 


Besides the outdoor experience with 


nature, the camp has other advantages. 


"It helps the kids learn how to work to- 
gether outside the confines of the class- 
room," sold Minkoff. 


The camp experience stays with the 


children. "Last year, I asked those who 
went to camp to write down what they 
liked best and least about the trip. Their 
ideas were lengthy," he said, "yet it was 
six or seven weeks after they had gone."' 


Although the children learn a lot about 


ecology, conservation and working to- 
gether, there are also very practical 
things learned at camp, according to at 
least one camp participant. 


"I learned ducks bite and you shouldn't 


stand behind a horse," said a petite blue- 
eyed blonde on her way back from a visit 
with the camp's animals. 


Wheeling building inspectors

W h e e l i n g building department in- 


spectors have been called to testify be- 
fore a federal grand jury investigating 
alleged shakedowns of contractors and 
developers in the village, it was learned 
yesterday. 


Subpoenas were delivered to the in- 


spectors late Monday at the municipal 
building by a federal agent, according to 
village sources. The department's four 
inspectors and license control officer 
were all called to testify, one course 
sold.
